John Carver and Mary Lane, his wife, came from Hartford, England, 
with William Penn, in the ship ** Welcome," of three hundred tons burden ; 
Robert Greenaway was master. One hundred persons, it is said, embarked 
September ii, 1682, at Deal, England, and arrived in the river Delaware the 
28th day of the 8th month, 1682 (old style). Ninety-five of the one hundred 
persons who embarked have been accounted for. There is another person by 
the name of Roland, whose name appears in a little book in the Register's 
Office at Doylestown, making ninety-six. 

Joseph Carver, Jacob Carver, and William Carver came in the ship 
"Samson," about the same time. 

They were all members of the religious Society of Friends and settled in 
Byberry, Philadelphia County, Pennsylvania. They took up a tract of Icmd 
there and dug a cave in which they lived until they built a house. 

The old farm remained in the family, and in the name of John Carver, for 
five successive generations. 

Joseph Carver married and moved to North Carolina, near Carver's Creek. 
Jacob died unmarried. 

William Carver, the first of our American ancestry, married i ith month 
14, 1689 (old style), at Middletown Monthly Meeting of Friends, Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania, Joan Kinsey, a descendant of Chief Justice Kinsey (see 
Middletown Monthly Meeting of Friends* Minutes). She having died, he, in 
1723, married at Falls, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, Grace Carter (see Minutes 
of Falls Monthly Meeting), a widow, whose maiden name was Paxson, from 
Bristol, England (see Will Book No. i, page 44, at Doylestown). He had one 
child by her, named Hannah. William Carver died at Byberry, Philadelphia 
County, in May, 1736. His will is recorded at Philadelphia, in Will Book E, 
page 369, June 2, 1736. Grace Carver, his widow, died in 1737. Her will is 
recorded at Philadelphia, in Will Book F, page 42, in 1737. She left the most 
of her estate to her son, Robert Carter. 

William Carver, a son of the first William and Joan, his wife, married in 
1 7 19, Elizabeth Walmsley, a daughter of Henry Walmsley and Mary Searle, 
his wife, who was a daugnter of Francis Searle. Henry Walmsley was the 
younger son of Thomas Walmsley and Elizabeth, his wife, who came from 
Yorkshire, England, in the ship ** Welcome," with William Penn, in 1682. 

Thomas Walmsley and Mary, his wife, by their Indenture, dated December 
16, 173 s, and recorded in Deed Book No. 184, page 308, conveyed to the said 
William Carver, 235 acres and 22 perches of land in Buckingham Township, 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania, a little way easterly from Forest Grove. He was 
the first Carver who settled in Bucks County. He died in Buckingham Town- 
ship, in January, 1759. His will is recorded at Doylestown, in Will Book 
No. 2, page 353, January 30, 1759. His widow, EHzabeth, died in Warwick 
Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, in February, 1772. 

The family has a Coat of Arms and a Motto : Conjunctio fir mat — '* union 
strengthens."
